8WEPT BY A FIERCE STORM. 
N ew Yo r k, Jan. 20.—The storm which 
set in at ll o’clock Saturday night and 
continued until noon Sunday was the 
severest of the season thus far. 
About 
six inches of snow fell, and it was 
of the wet, clinging kind th at fast­ 
ened itself to every thing it touched, 
loading 
trees 
until 
they 
were 
shorn of their branches or fell prostrate 
w ith their 
trunks 
snapped 
off 
as 
though they had been mere twigs; 
clinging to the electric wires until they 
gave way under the pressure and broke 
in all directions, or until the poles on 
which they were strung, breaking under 
the enormous weight, fell across streets 
and against houses, blocking all traffic 
on the form er and threatening destruc­ 
tion to the latter and their inmates. 
At daylight 
Sunday m orning the 
work of destruction had begun and it 
continued until the snow-fall ceased at 
noon, when the w recks of trees and 
telegraph poles were to be found on 
every street. 
Irregular 
festoons of 
wire were hanging on every hand and 
detached 
lengths 
of 
wire 
were 
strung on every sidewall* 
No such 
work of devastation has been know n 
since the great blizzard of March, 1888, 
and it is a question if th at m em orable 
storm was more serious in its effects 
\ipon the telegraph poles and wires of 
the 
city. 
Early 
in 
the 
m orning 
telegraphic 
and telephonic 
connec­ 
tions were 
broken, and while the 
snow did not offer a bar to railroad 
traffic the prostrate poles and fallen 
wires prevented the running of cars on 
many streets, and even the elevated 
railroad trains were compelled to move 
cautiously and were often brought to a 
stop by the wires th at had fallen across 
the tracks. 
The police and fire departm ents were 
especial sufferers. All wire connections 
betw een the various police stations and 
the central station were broken and re­ 
course was had to messengers. 
The 
fire-departm ent circuits were generally 
broken, and as no alarm s 
could be 
sent out excepting on a very few 
circuits patrols of firemen were es­ 
tablished throughout the city. 
Men 
were sent to repair damages at once 
and these twro most im portant of th e 
city departm ents will soon have th eir 
telegraph service restored. 
The same 
may be said of the telegraph, telephone 
and electric-light companies, all 
of 
which had their full forces engaged all 
day. 
Many quarters of the city would have 
been wrapped in darkness Sunday even­ 
ing but for the fortunate circum stance 
th at the moon is nearly full and sup­ 
plies in part the lack of the electric 
lights, none of which were w orking 
excepting in some sections of the H ar­ 
lem 
district. 
Early Sunday even­ 
ing Superintendent 
Byrnes issued a 
general order calling upon the police 
to use 
extraordinary vigilance dur­ 
ing the night, as the crim inal class 
m ight be disposed to take advantage of 
the condition of affairs and commit 
depredations against life and property. 
A partial list only can be given of 
the accidents caused by the storm . 
A t 
about 9 o’clock in the m orning seven 
huge telegraph poles on Fourth avenue 
betw een One Hundred and Tw enty- 
first and One Hundred and Tw enty- 
fifth streets, were broken off close to 
the ground, falling w ith a great crash 
into the cut of tlip New York Central 
railroad, effectually blocking the track 
for tw o hours. 
Early in the m orning an immense tree 
that stood in front of 210 E ast Broad­ 
way fell into the street, narrow ly es­ 
caping a ear th at w as loaded w ith pas­ 
sengers. 
In its descent it struck the 
telegraph w ires and carried down a lot 
of poles. 
All the telegraph poles on 
Seventh avenue from Firty-second street 
to Fifty-ninth are down, covering1 the 
avenue w ith wires and the fragm ents 
of poles. 
The heavy poles on Fifty- 
ninth street from Eighth avenue to 
Eleventh avenue suffered the same fate. 
At 7:30 o’clock in the m orning a line of 
W estern Union eighty-foot poles fell 
with a crash, carrying no less than 150 
single wires and tw o cables tw o inches 
thick, w ith from forty to 
seventy- 
five w ires in them, to the ground. 
The 
cross-bars 
scraped 
the 
sides 
of the brow nstone flats on the south 
side of the street as they fell and shook 
the buildings to their very foundations. 
The fall made a sound like thunder, 
startling 
people for 
blocks away. 
Many 
of 
the 
enormous 
poles 
were 
broken in three pieces and 
the cross-arms shattered. 
The houses 
were so blocked by the w reck th a t un­ 
til midday ingress or egress was impos­ 
sible. 
Several poles fell against the 
Union Square Hall, Fifteenth street 
and Fourth avenue, doing some little 
damage to the building. 
The entire 
line of poles on the w est side of P ark 
avenue from Fifty-ninth to Seventy- 
ninth 
street w ent 
down, 
incum­ 
bering both street and sidewalk. 
The 
poles on One Hundred and Tw enty-fifth 
Street betw een First and Third avenues 
and betw een N inth and T enth avenues 
are down. 
The debris blocked the One 
Hundred and Tw enty-fifth street cable 
road for several hours. 
Early in th e 
m orning a telegraph wire broke in 
front of 
115 
Chambers 
street and 
fell across an electric-light wire and 
received its current. 
The wire fell 
on the horses of an Eighth avenue 
Oar, and the deadly current killed one 
of them instantly. 
Two or three fires 
were caused by the broken electee- 
light wires, but were extinguished With 
trifling damage. 
The whole sto^y of 
destruction will not be know n until to­ 
day, id though it is believed th a t provi­ 
dentially no hum an lives have been 
lost. 
The local signal service is ignorant 
of w eather conditions out of New York 


because of the w reckage of tvires. The 
highest velocity of the wind was thirty- 
five miles at 4 a. rn. 
The storm opened 
in the Gulf 
of Mexico on Friday. 
It 
increased 
in 
severity until 
It 
reached Cape H atteras. 
The visitation 
reached New 
York 
City 
at 
10:45 
w ith a rain which changed to 6now at 
11:45 p. rn. 
The blinding snow con­ 
tinued to IO a. rn. to-day and nine 
inches fell. 
It is thought that the 
young blizzard did not extend more 
than 
IOO 
miles 
inland. 
The 
Western Union is badly crippled by the 


storm, al: wires bfeiil£ dowlT out three, 
those being in the W estern circuit con­ 
necting Albany, 
Rochester, 
Buffalo 
and Chicago. 
The work of repairs 
will take several days. 
One thousand 
men have left the city on the work of 
repairs. 
At Peekskill a hoisted red signal was 
snowed under so as to conceal its color 
and an ex pres-, train dashed into the 
nose of a freight train in a deep cut. 
The engine crew s jum ped for life. 
No 
one was killed, but one engine and 
three cars were demolished and travel 
delayed until the evening. Long Island 
is dead to the outer world. 
The storm extended over the entire 
region from Boston through the low er 
Eastern States, Southern New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware and south of 
Maryland. 
At 8 o’clock Sunday m orn­ 
ing there w ere but few w ires running 
from the W estern Union office, and a t 
9 
o’clock nearly 
every 
wire was 
rendered useless. 
At one tim e com­ 
m unication 
to Philadelphia, Albany 
and Boston was entirely cut off. 
The 
w ires to Albany were the first to re­ 
sume working, which was at I o’clock. 
During the day telegraphic m atter has 
been sent by train from here to points 
in New England and New Jersey to be 
forwarded. 
J e r s e y 
Cit y , N. J., Jan. 26.—The 
storm has made of Jersey City a buried 
town. 
There is not an effective wire 
to be found, either telegraph, telephone, 
fire-alarm 
or 
electric 
light. 
Save 
for subm arine cables to New York 
and Brooklyn the isolation is com­ 
plete. 
The same 
is 
true of Ho­ 
boken. 
Fallen poles and tangled wires 
cuihber the streets in many places. 
W estern Union w ires are dead on the 
W est Shore railw ay, and the only hope 
south is said to be the New Jersey Cen­ 
tral railw ay lines. 
All poles on tim 
vast Hackensack meadows are wrecked. 
The entire police and fire forces dfc 
Jersey City and Hoboken are on duty 
kto quell any fire, there being no alang 
JI service. 
At one point IOO telephone 
wires are down and messed with ele> 
trie-light wires. 
The city is dark, save 
from gas lamps in a lim ited area never 
lighted by electricity. D istrict m essenger 
service Is dead. By much-delayed trains 
come reports of u tter prostration Qf all 
m eans of communication w ith outlying 
tow ns through Jersey. 
H a r r i s b u r g , Pa., Jan. 26.—The east- 
em part of the State has been visited 
by a severe snow-storm. 
Passengers 
from Philadelphia report th at the snow 
w as very severe there, great havoo 
being done to 
the 
telegraph and 
telephone 
wires 
and 
telegraphic 
communication

The W estern Union w ifes 
here are w orking w estw ard, b u t Phila­ 
delphia, Reading and W ashington ara 
shut out, while Baltim ore and New 
York are being reached by a long cir­ 
cuitous route.

“ claim ” of the framer of the bill is that 
the commissioner system is in the in­ 
terest of eoonomy and a more prompt 
transaction of business. 
Those who are not hood-winked br 
partisanship and have even a common 
understanding of oounty affairs, will 
readily see the objsot of the commis­ 
sioner bill. It is not to expedite busi­ 
ness or to save a few dollars to the coon­ 
ties, bat its friends ere inspired by the 
hope that it may tarn over a few more 
conn ties to demooratie control. 
Does any intelligent man seriously be­ 
lieve that the oommiaaioner system would 
be better for Book county than the pres­ 
ent board of supervisors? Take this 
oounty as an example. The county board 
meets three times a year—in Jane, No­ 
vember and January, and we are told the 
sessions for the year do not exoeed 
eight or nine days. The average oost of 
the board a session, including mileage 
and per diem, is about 1225, so that the 
total expense of the eonnty board for toe 
year is only about 8675. Taking into ac­ 
count the amonnt of business [done in s 
eonnty like Book, where the off sirs of 
the eonnty 
ere 
bo 
thoroughly and 
promptly done, the expense is trifling 
indeed. 
Bat there is another point to be con­ 
sidered, Oar demoorstio friends have 
been howling for years against ‘ centrali­ 
zation of power,” and this is jail the 
trouble with the commission system.

Representative B utterw orth (O.) said 
the question was a grave one, and if 
ten or a dozen States should decline to 
participate in the fair its success m ight 
be jeopardized. 
He hoped th at the ex­ 
position would be kept out of politics.

Brooklyn’, Jan. 25.—Dr. Talmage 
preached the following sermon this 
morning in the Academy of Music in 
this city, and he repeated it to-night at 
The Christian Herald service in the 
New York Academy of Music 
His text 
was Daniel v, 30: “In that night was 
Belshazzar, the king of tho Chaldeans 
slain. ” 
’ 
After the site of Babylon had been 
selected, two million of men were em­ 
ployed fot the construction of the wall 
and principal works. 
Tile walls of the 
city were sixty miles in circumference. 
I ley were surrounded by a trench, out 
of which had been dug the material for 
the construction of the city. 
There 
weio twenty-five gates of solid brass on 
•ach side of the square city. 
Between 
every two gates a great watch tower 
sprang up into the heavens. 
From each of the twenty-five gates 
on either side a street ran straight 
through to the gate on the other side, 
so that there were fifty streets, each 
fifteen miles long, which gave to the 
city an appearance of wonderful regu­ 
larity. 
The houses did not join each 
other on the ground, and between 
^ them were gardens and shrubbery. 
£ From housetop to housetop bridges 
swung, over which the inhabitants 
were accustomed to pass. 
A branch of 
the Euphrates went through tho city, 
over which a bridge of marvelous 
structure 
was 
thrown 
and 
under 
which a tunnel ran. 
To keep the 
river from overflowing tho city in times 
of freshet a great lake was arranged to 
catch the surplus, in which the water 
was kept as in a reservoir until times of 
drought, when it was sent streaming 
down over the thirsty land. 
A palace stood at each end of tile 
Euphrates bridge; one palace a mile 
and three-quarters in compass, and the 
other palace seven and a half miles 
in circumference. 
The wife of Nebu­ 
chadnezzar, having been brought up 
among the mountains of Media, could 
not stand it in tills flat country of 
Babylon,and so to please her Nebuchad­ 
nezzar had a mountain four hundred 
feet high built in tile midst of the city. 
This mountain was surrounded by ter­ 
races, for the support of which great 
arches were lifted. On the top of these 
arches fiat stones were laid; then a layer 
of reeds and bitumen; then two rows of 
bricks, closely cemented; then thiok 
sheets of lead, upon which the soil was 
placed. 
Tile earth hero deposited was so deep 
that the largest trees had room to 
anchor their roots. All the glory of the 
flowery tropics was spread out at that 
tremendous height, until it must have 
seemed to one below as though the 
clouds were all in blossom, and tho 
very sky leaned on the shoulder of the 
cedar. 
At the top an engine was con 
striated which drew the water from 
tho Euphrates, far below, and made it 
spout up amid this garden of the skies. 
All this to please his wife! 
I think she 
must have been pleased. 
A CITY OF IiE VK LINGS. 
In the midst of this city stood also 
the temple of Bel us. 
One of its towers 
was one-eighth of a mile high, and on 
the top of it an observatory, which gave 
the astronomers great advantage, aa, 
being at so great a height, one could 
easily talk with the stars. 
This temple 
was full of cups and statues and cen­ 
sers, all of gold. 
One image weighed 
a thousand Babylonish talents, which 
would be equal to fifty-two million dol­ 
lars. 
All this by day; but now night 
was about to come down on Babylon. 
The shadows of her two hundred and 
fifty towers began to lengthen. 
The 
Euphrates rolled on, touched by the 
fiery splendors of the setting sun, and 
gates of brass, burnished and glittering,

Oh, what a 
charming landscape he sees!

to ashes. 
Ail the L aves of the bower 
are forLed tongues of hissing serpents. 
The fiswing f vin vins fall back in a 
dead pool. Ste lehbil with corruption. 
The luring songs ’tacoma cansos and 
screams of demoniac laughter. 
Lost 
its gather about him, and feel for 
his heart, and beckon him on with: 
“Hail, brother! 
Hail, blasted spirit, 
hail!” 
Ile tries to get out. 
Ho comes 
to the front door whore ho entered, and 
tries to push if back, but the door turns 
against him, and in tile jar of that 
shutting door he hears these words.

BROTHER ALSO OVERCOME. 


Facts have oome to light since Friday 
night that clearly indicate the Fifield 
fire to be the work cf an incendiary. 
Robbery wab evidently the motive. 
At about the same time the fire alarm 
was given Friday evening, the lamber 
cilice of Fifield Brothers, at the oorner 
cf North Jackson and Wall sweets, was 
broken into and the place ransacked 
thoroughly. Entrance was gained through 
a back window. It ao happened, however 
that en Friday night when Mr. Fifield 
closed bis office for the night be broke 
bis key in endeavoring to lock the front 
door, 
,The key was broken cff in the 
lock, and being thus anabia to look the 
door, he took the precaution to gather 
up ail the valuables in the offijo, and 
take them home. 
Night Officer Ed. 
Smith v.sited the office soon after the 
fire alarm aud fonnd the door unlooked. 
He olo?ed it agaio, and took word to F. 
E. Fifield on North Jackson street. In the 
^corning it was found that burglars had 
visited the place, bat that thanks to Mr. 
Fifield’s precaution no valuable property 
had been fouad. 
That the burglary should have occur­ 
red on the same night as the fire was at 
first regarded as merely a coincidence. 
it has since developed, however, that 
just bb the boy who is employed to ring 
the west side fire bell, had grasped the 
bell rope Friday night, an unknown man 
came into the engine house and drove 
hun away from the bell rope, he taking 
bold and giving it a vigorous shaking up 
for a minute or more, then running 
away. 
In a minute or so alter, another 
stranger hurriedly entered the station. 
“ You don’t know how to ring a bell. 
You don’t make none enough,” he said, 
and taking the rope from the boy he 
palled the bell for soma time, in faot un­ 
til after the fire was struck out from the 
box. 
He then hurriedly left the station. 
Both parties were strangers to the bell 
boy, and the boy says he never met 
them before, and don’t know that he 
could identify them. 
The police suppose that the two men 
who were so anxions to have a thorough 
alarm sounded on the fire bell were con­ 
nected 
with burglarizing the lumber 
office, and also with setting the fire at 
Mr. Fifield’s residence on Bontb Main 
street.
